had gone before them. Within two 
years the membership had h rown to 
250,000, and the best men from the 
Army, regardless of rank or station, 
were proud to wear the G. A. R. 
badge. 

There are conflicting opinions as 
to who was first to suggest the de- 
coration of the graves, but it is 
generally believed that the idea 
came from a former private, who 
wrote to Colonel N. P. Chippman, a 
member of General Logan's staff. 
The writer was a German who lived 
in Cincinnati at that time. He 
spoke of the custom which prevail- 
ed in his home of strewing tlowers 
upon the ; of the dead, and 

thought it would be well to honor 
the dead comrades in that way. 

Unfortunately the name of the 
man who made the suggestion has 
not been preserved and the beauti 
fill custom remains credited to no 
individual. 

The response to General Logan's 
order was so general throughout the 
land that there could be no doubt of 
ntimeiit of the people on the 
subject. Hut to make sure that 
there should be no departure from 
the custom, the National Bncamp- 
ment, which was held two years 
later in Washington, adopted the 
following, which became part of the 
rules and regulations of the organ- 
ization : 

" The National Encampment here- 
by establishes Memorial Day to be 
observed by the ('.. A. R. on the 
30th day of May annually in com- 
memoration of the deeds of our fallen 
comrades. When such a day occurs 
on Sunday the succeeding day shall 
be obsei !'pt when, by legal 

enactment, the preceding day is 
made a legal holiday, when such 
day shall be observed." 

The day became known at the 
North as Decoration Day. When it 
is remembered that hardly a family 
North or South, was wholly exempt 
from tbe casualties of war, it may 

readily be Understood how strongly 
the day and its associat ions appeal 
at first to the popular heart. And, 

once began, the duty has been fol 
lowed faithfully. — Ex.

On Sunday, ninth of May, 1909, 
by the will of Divine Providence, 
Mrs. Lily Annabel Allabough, 
loved wife of Mr. B. R. Allabough, 
passed away at her home in Wilkins- 
burg, Pittsburgh. Surviving her 
are the husband and two little chil- 
li 1 en, who are yet too young to realize 
that they are left motherless. 

The news of Mrs. Allabough's tin 
timely end came like a thunderbolt 
in a clear sky, for few of her many 
friends living outside of Pittsburgh 
had been apprised of her severe ill- 
and none had expected it to 
result fatally for the time, at least. 
Consequently, it cast a deep gloom 
among her friends scattered all over 
the State. 

Lily Annabel Allabough, whose 
maiden name was Bicksler, was born 
on March i.|lli, 1869, at Fredericks- 
burg, Lebanon County, Pennsyl- 
vania. She attended the Pennsyl 
vania Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, at broad and Pine Streets, 
where she was considered an un- 
usually bright pupil and a general 
favorite all around. She acquired 
such a clear, easy, and graceful 
command of the sign-language that 
many demands were made upon her, 
on various occasions, to give song 
renditions or to declaim literary 
pieces, and she easily excelled others 
in such renditions. Her poise on 
these occasions was admirable, as 
her deportment was excellent at 
other times, and yet she w 
cheerful, sport-loving, and sociable 
as any of her school mates. On 
leaving the Institution she entered 
Qallaudet College, in Waahin 
1). C , from which she graduated 
in the class of 1X0.1, receiving the 
e of Bachelor of Arts. Hei 
popularity at college may be attest- 
ed liy the fact that she was chosen 
Valedictorian of her class, a ]x>sition 
in which she acquitted herself with 
tare grace. 

In the same \cai she was married 
to Mr. Harvey DeLong, whose 
acquaintance she had made at 
school ' They then resided at 
Staunton, \ a. , where Mr. Del 
taught at the School for the Deaf, 
In 1S07, Mr. DeLong was stricken 
with appendicitis, and died soon 
after an operation. Mrs. Del. one, 
then removed to Pennsylvania with 
her child, a boy, who died about 
three years later.

Every Labor Union, " the 
butchers, the bakers, the candle- 
stick makers," and every Central 
Labor Union in Orange County, in- 
cluding, Newburgb, Middletowu, 
Port Jervis and W.ilden is sending 
to the Hoard of .Supervisors the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Resolved, That the Board of 
Supervisors, of Orange County, be 
and are hereby petitioned to erect a 
County Hospital for the care and 
treatment of those suffering from 
tuberculosis ; ami be it futher 

Resolved, That In the event of 
the construction of a County 
Hospital, that it will not be estab- 
lished in connection with or ad- 
jacent to the County Alms House, 
and that a copy of these resolutions 
be forwarded to each member of the 
County Hoard of Supervisors of this 
county by the end of May. 

This action is the result of the 
recent campaign on the prevention 
of tuberculosis conducted in Middle- 
town and Xcwburg by the State 
Department of Health and the 
State Chanties Aid Association, 
and follows closely up on the 
passage by the Senate of the bill 
introdt .Senator Hamilton, of 

Chautaqua Country, ( identical 
with Assembly Bill introduced by 
Mi. Whitney of Saratoga) amend- 
ing the county law in relation to the 
establishment of counts hospitals 
for tuberculosis. This bill enables 

County Hoards of Supervisors to 

care for tuberculosis patients in a 
hospital maintained for that purpose 
by the County, but not in connec- 
tion with the almshouse, and pro- 
vides for admission of pay patients 
as well as those unable to pay for 
treatment. 

Governor Hughes in his last an- 
nual message to the Legislature 
stated that " Increased provision for 
hospital cure of tuherclosis will con- 
stitute important protection to the 
community." This recommenda- 
tion was quickly followed by the in- 
troduction of the bill now in the 
hands of the Governor, As the re- 
sult ot ful study the bill 
was framed by the State Charities 
Association, and it .passage is 
being as quickly followed by action 
to b> its provisions. 

The first law recommended by 
101 Hughes in his message to 
nacted was also supported In- 
die State Charities Aid .Association 
and pushed vigorously by the Labor 
Unions throughout the State 
amends the public health law in re- 
lation to the establishment of hos- 
pitals 01 camps for the treatment of 
pulmonary tubercluosis and provides 
that the consent necessary to erect 
such a hospital is to lx> obtained 
from the State Commissioner of 
Health and the local health officer

" It was almost too great a strain 
upon his credulity, but he agreed. 
His entire town accompanied him 
to see this unheard-of miracle. It 
was a walk of half a day, and they 
passed through several towns on 
the way, in which they told what 
was going to happen at Efulen. 

"The population of each town. 
jerking the dinner off the fire, 
snatching up the baby and leaving 
the dead to bury their dead, joined 
in the procession. 

" A great crowd presented them- 
selves before the house They bad 
agreed not to Invalidate tbe evi- 
dence of the miracle by letting me 
know what Doctor Good had said. 
The note was the fetish that must 
effect the result. 

"They stood with their bands 
over their mouths for fear the secret 
would fly out. Despite their extra- 
ordinary efforts to keep silence for 
a minute, they were only moderate- 
ly successful.

Airy, makes possible the education 
at that place, of Kalharyn May 
Frick, the deaf, dumb and blind 
child of William Frick, of this city. 
The child has reached nine years, 
having been blind as well as deaf 
and dumb, since her fourth birth- 
day. 

Whet. the bill appropriating 
$300,000 to this institution had been 
sent, to the Governor, Representa- 
tive Willia.n S Tunis, of this city, 
having ascertained that it would 
cost about $2,000 to experiment 
with the little Frick girl, had Re- 
presentative Dearden iccall the bill 
from the Governor, and it was 
amended so as to include $2,000 for a 
special inslruciion for the child. 
The Goverooi approved it. The 
child is said to be veiy bright, and 
is, in fact, regarded as a second 
Helen Keller. Although in a world 
dark and lonely, she is amiable and 
has endeared herself, to many. 
This is the first time the great State 
of Pennsylvania has undertaken 
tbe individual education of a child 
or pei son. Iu fact, Katharyu Frick 
becomes the ward of the taxpayers. 

For Ihe fust time in a number of 
years all our schools for the deaf, 
except the one at Scranlon, will re- 
ceive the full appropriation asked 
by each one from the Legislature. 
The schools and the amount each 
receive are as follows :

We rejoice with the schools and 
congratulate them on their good 
luck. Thanks, also, to Governor 
Stuart. 

George W Hartley, from Alle- 
ghany, Pa , an ium tte of the Home 
for Aged am' Infirm Deaf, at 
Doy lestown, died on Tuesday, May 
11th, aged over sixty eight years.

Hartley whs a sufferer from a 
severe form of rheumatism — niiiseu 
lar, we believe. It rendered him 
almost completely helpless most of 
Ihe time, so much so that he could 
hardly make signs clear enough to 
be understood. His wife, who is 
also an inmate of the Home, had to 
nurse him constantly. For one in 
his condition it seemed remarkable 
that he bore his suffering so pa- 
lien'ly. He could only find relief in 
death. 

We know Utile about his past 
life, lie followed the trade of car- 
pentry and was quite successful at 
it. He owned the hoil.se in which 
he lived at Allegiiany. 

The funeral took place on Thurs- 
day afternoon, May 13th, from the 
Home. Rev. C. O. Dantzer offici- 
ated, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Jef- 
fries, a Presbyterian minister, who 
seems much interested in the Home. 
Some other ministers of Doylestown 
were also present at the service, 
and relatives of both Mr. and Mrs. 
Hartley, and Mrs. Syle and Mrs. 
Stevens The interment was iu the 
Home's lot in the Doylestown 
Cemetery.
